Next year the passage of most Libera! 
appropriations would effect comparatively 
little benefit for Kentucky. Now we can 
get ahead of all competitors by striking 
while the iron is hot in England. Action 
is more important upon this question tor 
Kentucky to-day than it is upon internal 
improvements. Itis true the two go hand 
in hand together. But we could afford to 
stand still a year or two in that respect, 
for our progress has been so great that no 
harm would result from ai little slackening 
up.

We might easily secure this year immi- 
gration at the rate of 80,000, and by 1889 
we would have over two millions of popu- 
lation and our strides toward prosperity 
and influence would be made with ten- 
league boots.
